Social workers yesterday 
accused the Government of 
curbing expenditure on com¬ 
munity service .schemes for 
offenders which provide a 
much needed _ alternative to 
overcrowded prisons. 

There are fears tbac Mr Jen¬ 
kins, Home Secretary, who has 
spoken of his concern about 
prison overcrowding, has lost 
an important battle with the 
Treasury. 

In a letter to the Home 
Office, Mr Terence Bamford, 
assistant general secretary oE 
the British Association of 
Social Workers, speaks of its 
dismay that “ settlement makes 
provision only for the main¬ 
tenance of community service 

schemes begun in the current 
financial years”. 

There are still seven areas 
without any provision for com¬ 
munity service, including' the 
West Midlands, one of the 
largest probation authorities, 
and there are many _ areas 
where community service is 
available only to one or two 
courts. 

** Freezing any expansion 
means that the development of 
one of the most promising in¬ 
novations in penal policy in 
recent years is to be stifled at 
a tim e when additional invest¬ 
ment in non-custodial treat¬ 
ment is urgently needed.” 

The National Association of 
Probation Officers (Napo) and 
the National Association for 
the Care and Resettlement of 
Offenders (Nacro) are aiso 
concerned. 

Mr David Mathieson, of 
Napo, said that last year, when 


the Home Secretary announced 
ion of the six experi¬ 


mental schemes, he had 
expressed pleasure at the suc¬ 
cess of the new noo-custodial 
measure. 

“It is particularly dis¬ 
appointing that be does not 
seem able to allocate financial 
resources to enable his polity 
of expansion of these most im¬ 
portant schemes to be imple¬ 
mented.” 

Mr Nicholas Hinton, director 
of Nacro. recalled that Mr Jen¬ 
kins had told its annual meet¬ 
ing that if the prison popula¬ 
tion rose to 42,000 conditions 
would be intolerable. Mr Hin¬ 
ton told me: “ The prison pop¬ 
ulation now stands at over 
40,000. Community service has 
demonstrated itself as the most 
hopeful immediate means 
at our disposal for preventing 
the prison population from 
reaching the intolerable 42,000 
znsrfc.** 

A government circular 
assumes that total expenditure 
in real terms by probation and 
after-care committees next year 
should not increase by more 
than 43 per cent. 

That makes provision for the 
running expenses oE com¬ 
munity service schemes begun 
in the present financial year. 
It would be open to probation 
and after-care committees to 
submit proposals for the intro¬ 
duction or further extension of 
community service schemes. 

The Home Office has 
allowed for a net increase in 
the overall strength of the ser¬ 
vice of 240, which will provide 
jobs for probation students 
who have completed their 
training. 


Rape Bill would restrict 
publicity for victim

An all-party private members 
Bill to amend the law relating 
to rape, published yesterday, 
includes a provision that in the 
relevant cases the defendant's 
belief that a woman was con¬ 
senting to sexual intercourse 
should be a matter the jury has 
to consider. 

The Bill was presented by Mr 
Robin Corbett, Labour MP tor 
Hemel Hempstead, and has the 
support of nine Labour back¬ 
benchers, one Conservative and 
one Liberal. 

It re s tri cts the publication, 
after an accusation of a rape 
offence has been made, of par¬ 
ticulars identifying the com¬ 
plainant except in special cir¬ 
cumstances. But a subsection 
requires the restriction to be 
lifted when publicity is neces¬ 
sary for the collection of evi¬ 
dence either before the trial or 
for an appeaL 

The Bril provides that at a 
trial for a rape offence evi¬ 


dence may not be adduced or 
questions asked without the 
court’s leave about “ restricted 


matters ”, that is, the sexual 
experience of a complainant 
with a person other than the 
defendant or her disposition or 
reputation in sexual matters. 

A subsection provides that 
evidence of cross-examination 
about restricted matters will be 
allowed only when those mat¬ 
ters are of such relevance to 
issues arising in the trial that 
it would be unfair to the de¬ 
fendant to exclude them.

Cities’ plea 
on sending 
girls of 14 


to prison

Representatives of Britain's 
biggest cities are to urge the 
Home Secretary not to stop 
remanding girls of 14 to prison 
until alternative secure pro¬ 
vision is available. 

The social services committee 
of the Association of Metro¬ 
politan Authorities said yester¬ 
day that ideally juveniles 
should not be remanded to 
prison, but there was no realis¬ 
tic alternative when unruly 
girls could not be remanded to 
local authority care. 

The committee, which repre¬ 
sents the six conurbations wtn 
the worst difficulties over 
plating teenage girls- faces a 
dilemma. It feels that it is 
“ particularly anomalous ” to 
send girls °f 1 * to prison when 
they are on remand because, 
except in rare cases, they can¬ 
not be committed to prison. 

But it points out that there 
are no detention centres for 
girls, and borstal training is no 
longer available to anyone aged 
14. The committee therefore 
opposes “the introduction of a 
restraint upon the practice of 
remanding 14-year-old girls to 
prison”. 

U will urge health authorities 
to make more provision for 
severely disturbed adolescents 
and wants the Government to 
examine urgently the obstacles 
faced by children’s regional 
planning committees in provid¬ 
ing such accommodation. 

The Home Office is planning 
to phase out remanding girls 
aged 14 to prison after wide¬ 
spread concern about the 
practice. 

The Government also 
amended the Children Act 
during its last stages to tighten 
the procedures for making 
“ unruly ” certificates under 
which juveniles can be sent to 
prison. Mr Robert Kilroy-Stik, 
Labour MP for Ormskirk, who 
led the campaign in the Coin- 
moos, last night accused the 
committee of showing a “blin¬ 
kered ” attitude. 

More than a hundred MPs 
have signed an carly-day motion 
calling on the Government to 
devote more resources to build¬ 
ing secure units and end send¬ 
ing children to prison. The 
select committee That studied 
the working of the Children and 
Young Persons Act, 1969, has 
also called for an immediate 
end to the remanding jnveniles 
to prison. 

A study group on intermedi¬ 
ate treatment, established under 
the Act as an alternative to 
custodial care for children in 
trouble, is being sec up by the 
Personal Social Services Coun¬ 
cil. It will examine the original 
concept of intermediate treat¬ 
ment and the way it has been 
translated into practice.

Government challenged on

Mr Atkins, the Opposition

With Ulster's constitutional 
Convention oa the brink of 
failure, responsibility > for 
extracting a last-minute com¬ 
promise from its divided.mem¬ 
bers has been left in the hands 
of one man: Sir Robert Lowry, 
the province's amiable _ Lord 
Chief Justice. Almost daily for 
the next three weeks he will 
chair inter-party meetings that 
may provide the last chance of 
a political solution to the 
violence. 

By choice Sir Robert has for 
the past 12 months been 
quietly fulfilling one of the 
most difficult and unenviable 
roles in British public life. It 
is not widely known that he 
waived the possibility of an 
additional salary as Convention 
chairman, although it is 
acknowledged that be is the one 
man guaranteed to emerge from 
die Convention experiment with 
his reputation enhanced. 

A Protestant who appears as 
much at home in Dublin as in 
Belfast, Sir Robert is a respec¬ 
ted member of the Ulster estab¬ 
lishment who has made the leap 
between the law and politics 
with surprising agility. Always 
a steadying influence during 
the Convention’s full sessions, 
he has now been jointly re¬ 
quested by the Government and 
the 78 members to take charge 
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Sir Robert Lowry ; A steady¬ 
ing influence 


of the more-important private 
sessions. . 

When he was first appointed 
last February there were rumb¬ 
lings from the Roman Catholic 
community that his Unionist 
background and judicial men¬ 
tality would militate against 
their views and against imagi¬ 
native solutions. In practice the 
fears have proved unfounded 
and there is not one of the 27 


members, of the Social Demo¬ 
cratic and Labour Parly who 
would doubt his integrity. 

Sir Robert gained a' double 
first in classics at Cambridge, 
then rose quickly up the legal' 
ladder. He was appointed Lord 
Chief Justice In 1971, a week 
before the introduction of 
internment. 

As a lawyer he was noted for 
his thoroughness and intellec¬ 
tual ability, a man with a 
practical rather than philo¬ 
sophical mind, not afraid to 
take controversial decisions. 
One of those was his refusal to 
admit evidence taken tinder the 
special Interrocation techniques 
employed by the Army in bar*-, 
racks on the, outskirts of 
Belfast. - '• 

- As Convention chairman, he 
was conscious of the verbal and 
physical abuse aimed' at \Stor- 
moor speakers in die recent 
past and worked from the out¬ 
set to establish rapport with die 
members. Outstanding speeches* 
were praised in handwritten 
notes and small private lunches 
arranged. His broad sense of 
humour helped to defuse tense 
'situations, and his grasp of pro¬ 
cedure proved a match for the 
Convention’s most- formidable 
participant; -the Rev Ian' Paisley. 

Privately Sir Robert would 
probably tend ; towards a 
moderate Unionist viewpoint, 
but his personal opinions have 
so far remained a secret. Out- 


t side the Convention, he- pursues 
'.his interests of horses and golf 
and has endeavoured to let the 
stnet personal security- ordered 
by the Royal Ulster Constabu¬ 
lary effect His social- Hfe- as 
little as possible. - 

At 57. he remains a re mar k- 
. ably fit man, and politicians 
have marvelled at his ability to 
sit through four-hour sessions 
without a natural break As 
he has no deputy, the Conven- 
. riba. cannot continue in session 
without his presence. 

An indication cf his popu¬ 
larity came with the widespread 
local condemnation of the only 
public criticism made against 
him. It came from Mr Enoch 
Powell, ‘who dubbed him a 
“catspaw of Stormont Castle”, 
In fact he has adhered fiercely 
joibe independence of his role, 
and senior officials now regret 
that he was not- encouraged 
earlier to play a more forma¬ 
tive part in the inter-party 
sessions. 

With a handful- of aides Sir 
Robert flew to Westminster on 
January 12 and sat through the 
debate on Ulster in the gallery, 
occasionally noting opinions. 

. Few. observers in Belfast 
doubt that the unanimous ver¬ 
dict of British. MPs cm .the need 
for an agreed solution wifi be 
forcefully transmitted when be 
chairs the crucial confrontation 
between the “loyalist 3 * coali¬ 
tion and the $DLP in a few

Prosecution evidence that 
traces of nitroglycerine bad 
been found on gloves used by 
a Belfast woman was unreliable, 
it was stated at the Central 
Criminal Court yesterday. 

Mr Quentin Edwards, QC, for 
the defence of Mrs Anne Rita 
Maguire, aged 40. said the def-. 
eace would call a scientific 
expert to show that chemical 
traces found on the . gloves 
could have been deposited by 
other elements not direedy con¬ 
nected with nitroglycerine. 

There was a very grave ques¬ 
tion, Mr Edwards said, because 
the tests made by experts on 
behalf of the Crown were never 
compared with a confirmatory 
test on other substances. 

Mrs Maguire had asked after 
her arrest for an independent 
test to be made of the glores. 
but the police refused, counsel 
added. Nitroglycerine itself, he 
said, was “in the very air we 
breathe”. There were millions 
of substances like it. 

Mrs Maguire of ' Third 
Avenue, Kensa] Green, London, 
her husband, Patrick, aged 42, 
her sons, Vincent Maguire, aged 
17, and a boy aged 14; William 
Smyth, aged 37, Patrick Conlon, 
aged 52, and 'Patrick O’Neill, 
aged 35, have all pleaded not 
guilty to unlawfully possessing 
nitroglycerine after a police raid 
at their home on December 3, 
1974. 

Mrs Maguire, in evidence 
denied that she had ever 
handled nitroglycerine. She 
said: “We would never have 
explosives in the house. 

The Crown has alleged that 
before the address in Third 
Avenue was raided by the 
police the occupants had 
kneaded and manipulated quan¬ 
tities of nitroglycerine into 
small bags, “to get rid of the 
evidence **.

Mr Wilson rejects honours ‘fondling’ charge as a slur

Mr Wilson bitterly replied 
last uight to charges made in 
the Commons on Monday bv Mr 
William Hamilton, a Labour 
backbencher, that the Prime 
Minister “ fondles his patronage 
like a bridegroom fondles his 
bride on their honeymoon night, 
and he gives bis honours to 
his friends and relations and to 
the raincoat sellers—this I fiod 
intensely corrupting in this 
place 

In a idler to Mr John Wat- 
kinson, Gloucestershire. West, 
another Labour backbencher, 
Mr Wilson wrote: “ I am still 
not dear whether his motiva¬ 
tion is animus against the Prime 
Minister or animus against the 
Crown.” He said that in 1966 
be kid announced that he was 
discontinuing recommendations 
for honours “ for party and poli¬ 
tical services”, and the facts 
did not justify Mr Hamilton's 
slur. 


In part, Mr Wilson’s letter 
read :

1976, two specifically parliamen¬ 
tary honours—Tom Williams, in 
recognition of bis work for IPU. 
and Peter Kirk, in respect of bis 
pioneering services to tbe Euro¬ 
pean Assembly. 

Ir is Judicrons for Willie Hamil¬ 
ton to regard these cases as in¬ 
volving conditioning of MPs* atti¬ 
tudes ro the Government, and I 
can only regard it as offensive 
to the House. 

His suggestion that I fondle ” 
this pliable materia] on the back 
benches by recommending either 
their wives or their constituency 
party chairmen, for honours, is 
totally false, as be must know. 
With the ending of political 
honours there is no question of 
consideration being given for any 


political recommendation, at any 
level In any constituency party. 
None has been recommended by 
me; nose has been suggested to 
me by any member. If any local 
politicians of any party bare been 
recommended, it has been on the 
impartial advice of the Department 
of tbe Environment In respect of 
local government services. 

It is true that in past times there 
hare been suggestions of either 
intimidation or encouragement to 
backbenchers to use the honours 
system. There was considerable 
enrtiety that following Suez, such 
methods were used—allegations 
were made at the time by those 
in a position to know. But not 
under a Labour Government 
If Mr Hamilton wishes to pursue 
this. I am still not clear whether 
his motivation is animus against 
the Prime Minister or animus 
against the Crown. I shall be 
happy to answer any queries he 
may send to me about members 
of Parliament in respect of whom 
recommendations have been made 
by me, as Prime Minister, since 
1966, and comparable figures in 
a similar period by Conservative 
prime ministers. 

Perhaps I might mention one 


rather sly innuendo—that relating 
to relatives. It is true that my 
sister received the MBE recently. 
Because of her record is educa¬ 
tion, this recommendation came 
to me in 1969. I rejected it, 
simply because she was my sister. 
Mr Heath received the same 
recommendation two years later 
and acceded to It. In both cases 
this came from tbe usual 
impartial source and . 1 was 
naturally pleased when Mr Heath 
accepted it. But these facts do not 
justify the slur in that speech. 
Mr Hamilton can be sure that 
I shall always listen to his advice 
on these- questions, particularly 
when it is based on a degree of 
research, which in the past, in 
other matters, has served him so 
well. He can be equally assured 
that 7 shall always give tiie closest 
consideration to any recommenda¬ 
tions he may make for honours. 
The fact that I was not able to 
act on a letter he wrote to me, 
recommending that a particular 
retiring member of Parliament 
should be recommended far a 
peerage, should not discourage 
him ; but the fact that be wrote it 
perhaps devalues the tone of bis 
criticisms on Monday last.

She returned home but was 
confined to bed and several 
days later she collapsed. An 
ambulance took her to hospital 
but she was dead on arrival. 

Dr Klaus Misch, consultant 
pathologist at Lister Hospital, 
said death was caused by pul¬ 
monary embolism.

troment wage bargaining limits. 

The negotiating team of the 
National Union of Mineworkers 
ropped its insistence that a 
i ise should be paid on basic 
rates, rather than added as a 
cash supplement to earnings, 
and voted unanimously to 
accept the National Coal Board s 
ofEer in line with TUC policy. 

Talks on a pay rise for 
105,000 power workers were 
adjourned amicably until next 
month after the four electricity 
supply unions had said they 
would accept the £6 rule. Those 
developments, coming from the 
two groups of workers whose 
militancy discredited the first 
round of voluntary wage res¬ 
traint under the social contract, 
remove the most powerful 
potential challenge to the in¬ 
comes policy. 

The NUM decision must be 
ratified by the union’s full 
executive next Thursday, but 
that is regarded as no more 
than a formality.

LADY STEDMAN, Baroness In 
Waiting, said the Govt.-i-nmi-nt 
wholeheartedly supported tbe 
Bill's general alms. The vbjectivos 
of the convention on interna ucjjiaI 
trade in endangered species was a 
great step forward in international 
cooperation in conservation. 

Tbe Government fully intended 
to ratify the convention and were 
introducing a Bill on the subject In 
the Lords next week. In view of 
this she urged Lord Wynne-Joncs 
to withdraw his Bill.

LORD WYNNE-JONES said he 
would prefer that his Bill re- 
mained until the House had had 
time to study the Government's 
Bill.

Anxiety over 
lending 
right delay 


LORD STRABOLCr. Captain. 
Yeoman of the Guard, sola the 
Government hoped shortly to pub. 
lish a Bill to provide for a public 
lending right for authors. 

LORD WILLIS (Lab)—There la 
growing anxiety anti distress 
among authors because libraries' 
allocations have been cut down and 
publishers are cutting back on 
their lists. A great many authors 
are worried because the proposal 
for a public leading right was put 
into the Queen’s Speech in 1974 
and 1975, and still we hear tbat the 
BUI will be introduced shortly. 
Cannot we be told something move 
definite than that ? 


MR DONALD STEWART (West¬ 
ern Isles. Scot Natl, opening a 
debate on Scotland, moved that tha 
salary of the Secretary of State for 
Scotland be reduced by £1,000 a 
year. 

He said the Labour Party in 
Scotland had issued a document 
which purported to show -that an 
independent Scotland would be 
worse off than it was now. Why 
then were Scandinavian countries, 
with fewer resources than those of 
Scotland, enjoying a better stand¬ 
ard of living and had done so for a 
long time ? 

Compared to England, Scotland 
exported more a bead and saved 
more a head. Furthermore, Scot¬ 
land could feed itself from it; own 
resources, which was beyond tbe 
capacity of England. A country 
that bad that bade resource was in 
a strong position In tha world. 

The record of the Government 
over tbe years to promote the Scot¬ 
tish economy and provide adequate 
employment was so poor that it 
was safe to say that no Scottish 
Government could do worse. 

MR WILLIAM ROSS. Secretary 
of State for Scotland (Kilmarnock, 
Lab) said there bad been nothing 
to indicate that the Scottish 
NATIONALIST Party had any 
credible policy whatever. It was 
time they produced a White Paper 
giving to tbe Scottish people tbe 
facts and consequences of separa¬ 
tism as well as the dangers. They 
were conning the Scottish people 
into tartan chaos and the people 
would give them their answer. 

Tbe increase in unemployment 
in Scotland had been substantially 
less than most other parts of the 
United Kingdom. One of tbe rea¬ 
sons for the slower rise in Scottish 
unemployment was North Sea oil. 
and tire jobs it had brought to 
Scotland. Those people wbo would 
advocate a slow rate of depletion 
of oil should bear iu mind rhe 
employment consequences of such 
an action. 

People who supported the case 
fora separate Scotland would do 
well to remember that regional 
policy and separation were incom¬ 
patible. There would be no 
regional poUdes, as they knew 
them, under a separatist policy. 

Ther knew that tits Scottish 
people were dissatisfied with tha 
present situation: they bad a right 
to be, but the improvements every¬ 
one wanted would not be brought 
about simply by the act of separa¬ 
tism. 

Tbe Government had introduced 
selective measures to protect 
employment and sustain economic 
prosperity. The only long-term 
solution to their problems was to 
increase investment substantially 
In new types of industry, and to 
increase productivity. 

Tbe nationalists had overplayed 
their oil card. Superfidallv oil and 
Iu revenue might appear ro give 
separatism a certain economic 
credibility, but there were impor¬ 
tant economic arguments which

Diplomacy to ‘cool’ 



MR ROWLANDS, Undcr^ccre- 
ts.ry for Foraisa -and Common¬ 
wealth Affairs (Merthyr Tydfil,

day's attack on a British vess-l by 
an Argentina destroyer, said: The 
Aim!rants Storm fired shots across 
tha bows of tha. Royal Research 
Ship Shackleton. . The Argentine 
destroyer threatened tn fire into 
Shackleton‘s . hull If she did not 
heave to. Subsequently- the 
destroyer ordered tha Sh^'kicton 
to proceed ro the part of Uibuaia 
near Cape Horn. 

Tbe Governor of the Falkland 
Islands Instructed tbe captain to 
continue steaming towards Port 
Stanley, which be did. 

The Incident took place 78 miles 
south of Cape Pembroke as 
Shackleton was returning from a 
period of scientific work in the 
soutii west Atlantic under an inter¬ 
national programme. 

On learning of tha incident, the 
Secretary of Stare (Mr Callaghan) 
immediately instructed tile charge 
d’affhires' at Buenos Aires to 
deliver the strongest protest to the 
A rg conns Government and to 
request that the Argstitiaa destroy¬ 
er imr-sfiately be ordered to-stop 
harassing tbe Shackleton.

East-west road plans 
preferable for Wales 


MR GWYNFOR EVANS 
(Carmarthen, PI Cymru) moreo: 
“ That this House deplores. the 
failure of successive governments 
in not creating an industrial infras¬ 
tructure for Wales which includes 
a road, rail and air communi¬ 
cations system and vriiich would 
make possible the development of 
a balanced Welsh economy.” 

He said the London establish¬ 
ment would out face up to the 
basic cause of the situation which 
bad been destroying the Welsh 
nation. That cause' was the unl- 
tarist, centralist; .metropolis- 
dominated state which it was 
determined to maintain. The devo¬ 
lution debate had shown that left 
and right were malted In the 
defence of the present state struc¬ 
ture; 

Welsh people should have the 
political power to design their own 
economy. Has result nf all the 
'vears or're&ional planning was less 
jobs for men there than there were 
10 years ago. But still the people 
heard, the parrot cry that the 
future would be better. Where was 
the evidence for that ?• 

For generations (he said) Wales 
bas been-conned into the belief 
that this old, imperial, centralist 
structure serves her best interests. 
The time has come when the con¬ 
ning will have to stop. 

The road system in- Wales was 
inadequate and the rail system had 
been savaged. A Welsh transport 
board was needed for the integra¬ 
tion, modernization, expansion and 
revitalization of the Welsh trans¬ 
port system—freigat and pas¬ 
senger. . 

MR ANDERSON (Swansea, East, 
Lab) said the word “ balance 
had been stressed but tbe fear was 
that the Welsh nationalists defined 
that as unifying tbe nation. They 
thus distorted the needs of Wales. 
For hhn balance meant principally 
toe speeding up of communications 
with the major markets of Wales.. 
For the nationalists balance meant 
improved oorth-south licks but for 
toe Welsh Labour MPs it meant 
improved east-west links. 

MR WYN ROBERTS, for the 
Opposition (Conway, C) said ic- 
was difficult to comment at all on 
the speech of Mr Evans. He gave 
no e.vplanation about where the 
resources would come from for tbe 
isolationist development of com¬ 
munications which he envisaged 
for Walet>. 

Among other things, the motion 
attacked the Conservatives. But 
they had ootreistentiy. stressed tbe 
importance of imfwoving the intr a- 
structure of Ware; as a means of 
improving its economy aod attract¬ 
ing new business. 


Tbe railway unions and others 
were deeply disturbed at tbe grim 
prospects ahead.

possible in terms of promoting 
economic growm.' 

There was only going to he 
limited amounts of. money avail- 
able and. It was vital they should 
get tha maximum benefit from 
whatever. investment was made by 
the Government in Wales. 

MR GERAINT HOWELLS 
(Cardigan, L> said it was essential 
that all interested parties snriuid 
get together in Wales to discuss 
toe possibilities of improving 
transport and building new towis. 
No more rail lines should be 
allowed to close. 

• MR KINNOCK (Bedwellty. Lab) 
said debates like this removed 
them from the cockpit rf die pro- 
and anti-Concorde argument nuii 
permitted them toe opportunity of 
balancing the elementary necessity 
of improving toe communlcitiius 
system in Wales against toe kind of 
priorities that seemed to have bon 
adopted.

The Government were 
detenmued to follow the east-west 
road strategy and the M4 would 
make a dramatic contribution to 
the economy of south Wales. 

Tbe Government would continue 
to pursue an east-west strategy in 
north and south Wales while not 
neglecting the north-south links.

Embryology: How mice 
make 


wings 


Grafs of mouse tissue on 
developing chicks'' wings can 
“ instruct ” toe formation of those 
wings, according to some recent 
experiments * by Professor L. 
Wolpert and his colleagues at the 
Middlesex Hospital Medical 
School, London. 

It has been known for many 
years that some special regions 
in growing embryos are Instru¬ 
mental in the formation of the 
surrounding tissues. Professor 
Wolpert has identified such a 
region in chicks’ wings, and has 
discovered an analogous region 
in mouse limbs. The grafting 
experiment shows that chick.tis¬ 
sue can read mouse instructions 
bur interpret them to make a wing 
and not an arm. 

Tbe special region in this case 
is known as the zone of polariz¬ 
ing activity, or ZPA. The ZPA 
controls the development of the 
“ digits ” of ever-decreasing 
length that are the skeleton of 
toe wing. The Mob of tissue that 
is to become the chick's wing 
H decides ” which digit to turn 
into according to its distance 
from toe ZPA. So if an extra ZPA 
is grafted on to the other end of 
an undeveloped wing, extra digits 
develop under its instructions. 

.Professor Wolpert and his col¬ 
leagues have shows that extra 
digits develop in a si mi fa r way 
tf the superfluous ZPA is taken 
from a mouse arm Instead of 
another chick’s wing. The mouse 


and the chick tissue were taken 
from embryos at much toe same 
stage ot.development, which is 
relatively easy to do because the 
two species develop at rimffar 
rates ; indeed, at early stages most 
embryos, from frogs to hitmans, 
look very much the same. 

The only conspicuous difference 
between toe extra digits that 
develop under toe influence of a 
chick ZPA and those that develop 
on instructions from a mouse ZPA 
is that tiie mouse tissue seems 
able to specify only two digits 
ratoer than three. That may be 
either because the mouse signal is 
weaker or because it is less easily 
transmitted through cluck tissue.

Muling party in Japan is shaken by 
allegations of Lockheed bribery

Tokyo, Feb 5 

Allegations that the Lock¬ 
heed Aircraft Corporation of 
America hag paid some $10m 
f£5m) in bribes, and gifts to a 
former war criminal and a trad¬ 
ing house to secure sales con¬ 
tracts for its aircraft started a 
controversy in Tokyo today that 
shook the foundations of the 
conservative ruling Liberal 
Democratic Party. 

The Japanese press and, tele¬ 
vision networks today published 
evidence delivered before a 
Senate subcommittee in Wash- 
ingfcon yesterday. According to 
m American auditor, Mr Wil- 
Fasn Findly, who had examined 
Lockheed’s accounts, the carp- 
c rstion hired a former con¬ 
victed war criminal, Mr Yosfcio 
Kodama, a well-known right- 
wing politician who is closely 
c=sociated with leading poli¬ 
ticians and businessmen, as its 
cgent in Tokyo. 

According to Mr Findly, Mr 
Kcdama received millions of 
dollars in cash which had to be 
transported in secret in packing 
cases. Mr Findly apparently told 
tje committee he did not know 
how Mr Kodama used the money 
but significantly it was pointed 
cut that Nippon Airways, 
Japan’s largest domestic airline, 
has purchased 14 Lockheed 
jet T-riStars at a cost of bet- 
tween £8m and £10m each since 
1972. Seven more are due for 
delivery. 

The Lockheed F104 was 
selected as Japan’s main fighter 
in 19S9. At the moment the 
representatives of big American 
c-jxrafc producers are locked in 
a cut-throat battle in Tokyo to 
secure a huge contract for a 
new fighter. 

Japanese newspapers pointed 
out that the Defence Depert- 
raent had tentatively derided to 
select the Grumman Fll as 
Japan's main fighter in April 
1958 but the decision was can¬ 
celled in December 1959 and 
Lockheed was awarded the 
contract. At the time the Gov¬ 
ernment was led by Mr Nobu- 
suke Kishi, who is known to 
be a close acquaintance of Mr 
Kodama. 


The Maimchd SJumbwi 
claimed tonight that Mr Kodama 
had also approached another 
former Prime Minister, Mr 
Eisaku Sato, four years ago to 
decry the accident tote of one 
of Lockheed’s comped core, the 
Douglas F4EJ fighter. 

Mr Findly also alleged that 
Lockheed paid one of Japan’s 
largest multinational trading 
houses, the Marubeni Corpora¬ 
tion, $3m (£1,500,000) in bribes. 
The President of the Marubeni 
Corporation, Mr Taichir 
Matsuo, hotly denied this today. 
Be said the corporation had 
received $2m from Lockheed, 
but he went on to explain that 
Marubeni had acted as the 
import agent for 14 TriStars 
and the sum represented com¬ 
mission fees. 

However, he could not 
explain how a coded receipt 
signed by the corporation’s 
managing director, Mr Yoshiro 
Ito, and declaring: “Received 
100 peanuts” happened to be 
found in Lockheed’s accounts 
in the United States. 
Questioned at a press confer¬ 
ence, Mr Ito declared vaguely 
that someone in Lockheed 
asked him to sign the receipt 
but he was not aware of its 
significance. 

As the Communists and 
Socialists prepared to use the 
controversy to belabour the 
ruling party, which is closely 
associated with the interests 
of big business, it became clear 
today that the politicians will 
demand an inquiry to establish 
what happened to the S7m 
which Mr Kodama apparently 
received from Lockheed . 

Mr Kodama, aged 65, is a 
conservative politician who is 
described in Japan's Who’s 
Who as having “ connexions 
with financial and political 
circles as an undercoverman ”. 
He made a fortune acting as 
a procurement agent for the 
Japanese Army in China during 
the Second World War. He 
was subsequently jailed as an 
* A-cl ass ” war criminal by the 
Allied forces and was released 
in December 1948. 

If the allegations are proved 


correct, the Japanese Govern¬ 
ment will find itself in a highly 
embarrassing position shortly 
before it faces a crude] general 
election this year. Mr Kodama 
is closely associated with an in¬ 
fluential right-wing faction of 
the ruling party. 

While the Government put its 
back to the wall today, promis¬ 
ing a statement after a full 
investigation, the Opposition 
lost no time in launching a 
frontal attack against Mr Taken 
Miki , the Prime Minister. 

Zurich, Feb 5.—The Swiss 
national airline, Swissair, today 
expressed surprise at Senator 
Frank Church’s allegations that 
its officials had received bribes 
from Lockheed and said it had 
ordered an investigation. 

A Swissair statement said the 
company had not bought a 
Lockheed aircraft for 43 years. 
A spokesman added that the 
airline’s New York executives 
had been instructed t; contact 
Washington to learn more about 
the allegations made by Senator 
Church, chairman of the Sen¬ 
ate’s subcommittee on multi¬ 
national corporations. 

Senator Church said yester¬ 
day that Lockheed used a 
special secret account to buy 
business intelligence and j>ay 
officials of European airlines 
including Lufthansa. Scandi¬ 
navian Airlines and Swissair. 
Rome: Two former Italian de¬ 
fence ministers. Signor Luigi 
Gui and Signor Maria Tanassi, 
today issued statements deny¬ 
ing allegations that they took 
money from Lockheed to push 
sales of its military aircraft. 

The denials followed disclo¬ 
sures by the subcommittee that 
two unnamed Italian defence 
ministers, their parties and col¬ 
laborators received sizeable 
sums for helping to sell 14 
Hercules C130 transport air¬ 
craft to the Italian Air Force. 
Ankara: Lockheed’s agent in 
Turkey denied today that he 
received money from the com¬ 
pany’s headquarters for “ gifts ” 
to third persons. “No such 
money exists, so no handouts 
are in question ”, Mr Nezih 
Dural said. K The allegations are 
comical.”—Reuter and UFL 


Reshuffle 

strengthens 

Bhutto 

Government

Rawalpindi, Feb 5 
Mr Bhutto, the Pakistan 
Prime Minister, today re¬ 
shuffled his Cabinet for the 
fourth time since coming to 
power in December, 1971. He 
appointed General Tikka Khan, 
the Army Chief of Staff, as 
Special Assistant for National 
Security, with full Cabinet 
rank. The general will take up 
his new post on March 1, when 
he retires from the Amor. 

The Prime Minister has 
retained all members of his last 
Cabinet and brought in two new 
ministers and two ministers of 
state, raising the strength of his 
Council of Ministers from 21 to 
26 some 15 months before 
general elections are due. 

Full Cabinet rank has been 
conferred on Mr Aziz Ahmed, 
who, as Minister of State for 
Defence and Foreign Affairs, 
has been running the Foreign 
Ministry. Mr Bhutto himself 
continues to be Minister in 
Charge of Foreign Affairs and 
Defencei . 

Three new special assistants, 
including Mr Shahid Husain; a 
vice-president of the World 
Bank, have been . appointed 
while two previous special assis¬ 
tants, Mr Malik Khuda Bux 
Bucha (Agriculture) and Mr 
Feroz Quaiser (Economic 
Affairs), have been dropped. 
The Prime Minister was 
reportedly worried over stagna¬ 
tion in the agricultural sector 
and a decline in industrial out 
put. 

Today's reshuffle saw the 
revival of the Ministry of 
Information, which was abol¬ 
ished when the last Government 
changes took place in October, 
1974, as well as several new 
military appointments. 

Lieutenant-General Sharif, 
who has acted as Army Chief of 
Staff an many occasions, will 
take over the recently created 
post of Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff Committee from 
March 1, and Lieutenant- 
General M. Ziaul Huq, a corps 
commander, will take over from 
General Tikka Khan as Chief 
of Staff.

How an aircraft salesman was chosen Sithole

Washington, Feb 5 

An interdepartmental letter of 
the Lockheed Aircraft Corpora¬ 
tion, dated November 3, 1972, 
sturts by stating that ** our con¬ 
sultant in Germany, Christian 
Steinrucke, has recommended 
that he be given $8,000 to be 
diftributed between the two 
political parties in Germany as 
a procurement hedge” towards 
the sale of a Jetstar aircraft. 

The names of the parties and 
details of other direct Lockheed 
payments to German political 
parties are not given In com¬ 
pany documents thar have been 
released in Washington by the 
Senate subcommittee on multi¬ 
national corporations. However, 
informed sources said the com¬ 
mittee has a wealth of material 
suggesting that a whole series 
cf payments were made to offi¬ 
cials and politicians in Germany 
to secure military aircraft sales 
by Lockheed. 

The documents released give 
some insight into how Lockheed 
went about its operations in 
West Germany. Fuller details 
may be disclosed tomorrow 

when the Senate committee 

holds soother hearing vflth 
Lockheed _ executives facing 
cross-examination on their deal¬ 


ings in Western Europe and 
Japan. 

Another Lockheed internal 
letter of July 9, 1973, outlines 
how Heir Steinrucke came to 
be chosen as Lockheed’s agent. 
Significantly, in discusses his 
political contacts but fails to 
mention anything about his 
knowledge of the aircraft 
industry. 

In this letter a Lockheed 
executive describes how he 
went to a dinner at Herr 
Steinrucke’s house outside 
Dusseldorf, which was attended 
by such people as Vice-Admiral 
Heinz Kihnle, chief of the Ger¬ 
man Navy, and Dr Mommsen, 
now managing director of 
Krupp and formerly State 
Secretary in the Ministry of 
Defence. The executive notes 
that the dinner gave him a good 
opportunity to discuss Lock¬ 
heed aircraft with the Navy 
chief. 

In conclusion the executive 
states: “I was impressed with 
the political, military, financial 
and industrial associations that 
Steinrucke has in high circles. 
It seems to me that he possesses 
many of the assets that we seek 
when we arrange for effective 
local representation in a foreign 

country-” 


A telegrame of August, 1972, 
notes that the German agent 
“ has committed DM40,000 
(£7,500) to the political parties 
and far which he will produce 
receipts. In addition he wants 
DM100,000 for his commission 
and from which he will have 
to meet certain other obliga¬ 
tions and for which there will 
be no receipts.” 

In April, 1974, another letter 
notes that the contracts with 
Herr Steinrucke “ may be ille¬ 
gal ” and that for security reas¬ 
ons the agent does not want 
an agreement to mention the 
type of aircraft for which he 
-will get commissions. A further 
letter discusses commissions for 
Lockheed’s S-3A aircraft, noting 
that Herr Steinrucke is to get 
$200,000 for every unit sold to 
the German Navy. 

In December, 1974, an inter¬ 
departmental memo emphasizes 
that Herr Steinrucke’s payments 
should he made to an account 
in the Swiss Credit Bank in 
Zurich.

A Govenment 
dilemma as the hypothermia 
deaths mount 


A state of war on the Government has 
been declared this week by the voluntary- 
agencies campaigning for a cohesive policy 
to stop the mounting toll of deaths from 
hypothermia among elderly people and 
the prospect of- young babies being 
irreparably damaged by the cold. 

Over 100 local action groups have been 
sent “ action kits ” containing tactical 
advice on how to avoid fuel supplies being 
disconnected—and they have been advised 
not to let them fall into the Jiands of “ the 
enemy": the fuel boards. The gas and 
electricity supply unions have been urged 
to instruct members to disobey orders 
by not disconnecting supplies where old 
people or young children are living. The 
unions seem likely to respond. 

Those salvos reflect the mounting anger 
of the agencies, triggered by the rising 
toll of deaths from hypothermia this week. 
They have warned- the Government con¬ 
sistently that such deaths would happen 
if swift action was not taken to ensure 
that old people and poor families could 
pay their fuel bills in a period of mount¬ 
ing prices. They are-incensed that, now 
the predicted tragedies- are occurring, 
responsible ministers are urging people to 
act as good neighbours and consult their 
social workers for help. 

“ What we need is policy changes, not' 
buck-passing to ordinary people and social 
workers who are already overloaded”, Mr 
Bill Taylor, development officer of the 
British Association of Settlements, says. 
“What on earth do they think is going 
to happen if neighbours, milkmen, and 
social workers all keep their eye out for 
old people in difficulty and they are still 
disconnected or, more likely, will not use 
their heating for fear of the bills ? ” 

The evidence from the hypothermia 
deaths this week suggests that old people 
are indeed not using 'their heating equip¬ 
ment for fear of huge bills—electricity 
prices have risen by 80 per cent in the 
past 18 months. But one of the major 
problems is not simply malting sure that 
old people can pay their bills, but 
persuading them that enough heating is 
neither a luxury nor unpatriotic. 

Old people are more subject to cold 
and need, on official advice from the 
Department of Health and Social Security, 
to live in temperatures of 70°F to stay 
warm in winter. That temperature should 
apply to bedrooms and bathrooms as well 
as living rooms. But in a nation that has 
traditionally gone to bed in the cold and 
washed in “bracing” temperatures, older 
inhabitants ere the hardest to convince. 

Hypothermia is a condition where 


body temperature falls excessively .below 
normal—which may be a matter of only 
a few degrees. Because - it triggers a. 
number of other . illnesses—from 
pneumonia and bronchitis to heart attacks 
—it is._ rarely defined -as the cause of 
deatKZ ’ 

Official figures show- that hypothermla - 
is rerely given as the' main "or sole cause 
of death, although it is known that 60,C00 
more old people die in the-win ter months 
than In the summer. The agencies estimate - 
that hypothermia related deaths are as . 
high as 30,000 a year, but there are- no 
reliable statistics. .. 

The reason that it has suddenly become 
a political issue is not simply the wide¬ 
spread concern at tbe prospect of old 
peppie dying of cold—“ a national 
scandal”, as Mrs Castle, Secretary of 
State for Social Services r piit if m a 
radio broadcast this week. It is that _ 
Government policies have made it more 
likely to happen 

We have changed from a system besed 
on cheap energy to one where every con¬ 
sumer must pay the cost of the energy 
he consumes and in addition help to 
offset de enormous increases' in oil 
prices. The majority can absorb the extra 
cost. Those who cannot are .the old,- 
families with young children -who live' 
either on social security or low wages, and 
disabled people. -; 

The Government recognizes:'the pral> 
Jems and has taken some action, and. it 
' is aware that more needs to be done. Pen¬ 
sions and heating additions paid tp supple¬ 
mentary benefits recipients have risen 
faster than fuel prices over the past two 
years, but not enough to ensure adequate 
heating for council tenants In all-electric 
homes or old people - living in draughty 
houses that are difficult to heat.

In this final production before 
her death last year Buzz Good- 
body succeeded in the hardest 
task facing any English classical 
director: a just and original 
treatment of Hamlet. Like ber 
King Lear of the previous year, 
it carries the weight of an in¬ 
tensely personal statement; and 
its transfer from Stratford's 
Other Place to the new Round 
House studio is an event of at 
least equal ’ importance to the 
AMwych history cycle. 

There may be some weary 
sighs at the idea of a modern- 
dress Hamlet played to a small 
audience ..with entrances 
through the aisle. But,- as it 
turns out, rbis yields some-big 
technical advantages. There is 
a huge gain in tonal variety, 
from all the nuances of con¬ 
versation . to full heroic 
delivery; the asides can fall to 
a ctyptic undertone, and alto¬ 
gether it is like moving from 
the pentatonic to the chromatic 
scale. 

All kinds of interpretative 
reversals become possible. The 
Player King launches into the 
Hecuba speech in breathless 
sotto voce. Eamlet and the 
Gravedigger enjoy each others' 
sense of humour, and share the 
chorus of the -Alexander soug. 
Then there are moments of 
superb short-circuiting; as

Soviet Union shine 


as Austrians bask 


Outcry over 
‘ blood 
transfusion 
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in Klammer’s glory booster’ 


Innsbruck, Feb 5.—While the Austrians were 
basking in the glory of Franz Klammer’s 
triumph in the men’s downhill, the Soviet 
Union drew attention upon themselves by win¬ 
ning two gold medals in the 12th Winter 
Olympic Games here today. The first of the 
Games went to Sergei Saveliev, a 27-year-old 
soldier, who won the 30-kiloinetres cross coun¬ 
try nordic skiing event. The Russians took the 
bronze medal as well with Ivan Garabin, a 30- 
year-old schoolteacher, finishing third behind 
Bill Koch, of the United States. The second 
gold medal was won for the Russians by Galina 
Stepanskaya, who took the women’s 1500 
metres speed skating title in fine style. In this 
event the Olympic record was broken 10 times. 
Sheila Young, of the United States, was second, 
the surprise being the defeat of the Russian 
world record hplder, Tatiana Averina, who was 
third. 

Earlier in the day East and West Germany 
finished with honours even in the men’s and 
women’s toboggan, rpns. Detlef. Guenther, of 
East Germany, clung to his overnight lead in 
the men’s competition but in the women’s 
Margit Schumann, the triple world champion, 
was deposed by the West German, Monika 
Scheftschick, and slumped to fifth position with 
two runs remaining. ■ 

The Soviet Union captured the spotlight, 
again in the figure skating programme, j 
Aleksandre . Gorshkov and Lyudmila 
Pakhomova moved closer to victory in the first 
Olympic ice dancing competition. 


Russians on way to greater 
honour than world title

Innsbruck, Feb 5 . 

The Soviet Union reigned 
supreme in both die figure skat¬ 
ing events which were held .to¬ 
night. Neither was a final, but it 
is already dear that the Russians 
ere likely to take two gold medals 
as well as a silver in ice dancing 
end a bronze in pairs skating. 

Irina Rcdnina began a powerful 
defence of her 1972 Olympic title. 
She has been world pair skating 
champion every year since 1969; 
and with her present partner, 
Alexander Zaitsev, whom she mar¬ 
ried last April, she has achieved 
new heights of excellence. They 
were by far the speediest pair in 
the compulsory programmes of 
prescribed movements, and accept 
for . a slight difference in timin g 
the landing of their double loop 
jumps, the most critical of judges 
could banfiy find any fault. The 
Russian judge awarded two 5.9s 
for required elements and presen¬ 
tation, but the Czechoslovak, Dr 
Vera Spurna, could not resixain 
her enthusiasm; she gave 6.0 for 
her first mark and 5.9 ’for the 
second. 

The East Germans, Rolf Oester- 
reich Romy Kenner, skated 
confidently into.second place with 
that exact synchronisation of move¬ 
ment which has for so- long been 
s hallmark of German pair skaters, 
both East and West. 

The British Champions,- Colin 
and Erika Tayfforth, skated splen¬ 
didly, with Mrs Tayl Forth showing 
no El effects from her disl ocate d 
shoulder. The crowd of eanbn- 
siastic spectators thought the 
judges were niggardly in 
awards, and boos, jeers and 
whistles resounded -through the 
radium. Nevertheless, the Tayl- 
rortb’s marks were good enough 
id give them che best Olympic 
P'ace of any British pair since 
1956. 

Earlier in the evening the 
Russian ice dangers consolidated 
i.ieir already strong position when 


their event continued with the 
Original set dance hi rumba 
rhythm. This is a recent intro¬ 
duction to the championship sylla¬ 
bus,, in which each couple has to 
invent their own dance. 

There were some curious ideas 
about what constitutes a rumba. 
The world champions. Andrei 
Minenkov and Irina Moiseyeva, 
seemed, to rely as much on slinky 
arm movement as on skating steps 
(“ she skates' with her arms ” 
my- colleague; • John Henncssy, 
said of Miss Moiseyeva), a Latin 
American would have been sur¬ 
prised to learn that this was a 
dance from his part of the globe. 

The three British couples all 
. skated slow, languorous dances, 

■ and it was the famous Muscovites , 
Alexander Gorshkov and Ludmila 
Pakhomova, who- most faithfully 
interpreted the character of the 
dance. They . skated brilliantly, 
leaving no doubt of their superl o- 

- rity, - and all nine judges have 
given diem first-place. It is only 
by the accident of an illness last 

. year that they are not world 
: champions; in Monday night’s 
" final they should achieve the 

■ even greater honour of becoming 

■ the first Olympic gold medal 
winners in ice dancing. 

The Americans, James MBlns 
and Colleen O’Connor, skated 
I mm aculately bat-in a less drama¬ 
tic, more British style—not snr- 
’ pri singly, for they have an English 

- trainer, Doreen Denny. The judges 
: were divided. in their reactions. 

. Six awarded second place to the 

Russian second strings, but the. 
three Anglo-Saxon judges all 
preferred the United' States cham¬ 
pions. 

The other Russian couple and 
die Hungarians were at their best, 
but it was a disappointing night 
for Britain. Glyn Watts and Hilary 
Green retained the sixth place thev 
" 'earned in Wednesday’s compul¬ 
sory dances, but Warren Maxwell 
and Janet Thompson dropped from 
seventh to eighth, and Kenneth 
Foster and Kay Barsdell—second 
in the last British championship— 
also lost a place and are 13th.

Seefeld, Feb 5.-—Norway today

The Norwegians made their com- 
, plaint to the Olympic Medical 
Committee. They claimed that the 
unnamed countries were using 
blood transfusions just before the 
start of an event to give competi¬ 
tors a burst of energy. “ There is 
no way that we can control prac¬ 
tices such as this ”, Prince Alexan¬ 
der de Merode, chairman of die 
Medical Committee, said. 

The Norwegian Olympic team 
director, Arne Molleu, said that 
the protest had not been directed 
at any particular country. He said 
Norway wanted the Medical Com¬ 
mittee to Intervene and prevent 
all countries from carrying out 
such practices. 

East German and Soviet Team 
officials said they knew nothing 
about tbe matter. It Is claimed 
that a small transfusion of blood, 
preferably the competitor’s own, 
is given just before the start of 
an event. This is said to activate 
the muscles.—Age nee France- 
Fresse.

" 1st gestartet Jeremy Palmer- 
Tomkinson ”, intones the- .voice 
over the Olympic public address 
at Igls today. Nothing unusual in 
that, of course, because tbe 
Paimer-Tomldasons have been a 
household name in British skiing 
for more than a generation. But 
we were now standing beside the 
toboggan run, several hundred 
metres (tom the men’s Olympic 
downhill course. 

Palmer-Tomkinson, a reserve 
here for the 1964 Olympic ski 
team, led the team at Grenoble in 
1968, to reappear as a fledgling 
toboggamst at Sapporo four years 
ago. Now, with his former skiing 
comrade, -Michel de Carvalho, at 
his tide, he has become a dedi¬ 
cated follower of his new sport. 
He had smacked a wall and lost 
a second on the first ran the 
previous evening. Now we heard 
first a good start time (4.09 sec), 
an equally good intermediate time 
(33.02 sec) and a satisfactory 
54.88 sec at the finish. 

Jeremy is the fourth member 
of his family to have won the 
British tiding championship. His 
father, James (later tragically 
killed in training) set the pattern, 
followed in succession by three of 
his sons, Christopher, Charles and 
Jeremy. Their sister, Sarah, would 
surely have followed suit had she 
not lost her zest for competition 
and fallen in love with our racing 
correspondent, which has trans¬ 
formed her into Mrs Michael 
Phillips. According to Jeremy 
she is “ tbe most beautiful powder 
skier J have ever seen, and 1 used 
to fancy myself a bit”. 

A close personal rivalry exists 
between Jeremy and Carvalho, a 
hangover not only from skiing but 
also, as I" remember, from back- 
gammon. Carvalho struck the first 
blow, Palmer-Tomkinson haring 
lost a second by his error last 
night, but Palmer-Tomkinson 

hauled back 0.531 sec today 


(timing is refined to thousandths 
of a second here). Carvalho .still, 
leads by 0.185 sec, so there is 
much to play- for on the third run 
tomorrow morning. 

Both gave up sld racing because 
of tbe enormous amount of time 
one has to-devote to it in. order 
to cut any sort of .dash. They find 
that with only about two' months a 
year they take part in the sport 
on reasonably competitive terms, 
though they have no hope of 
offering any serious challenge to 
specialist nations,, who spare 
neither expense nor expertise in 
cutting away the last thousandth 
of a second. 


The latest ghastly innovation 
has been produced by the West 
Germans—helmets elongated -by. 
nine inches or so, which give the 
impression of an egg waiting for 
the spoon to fall. This is said to 
have an ae rody namic quality of its 
own, but, - beyond that, a wind 
tunnel in a distant Bavarian.corner 
has revealed that a protrusion of 
the body (even " a. gnome-like 
plastic extension) improves the 
aerodynamic .- quality of the 
toboggan.' 

And their toboggans themselves 
have a curved refinement at the 
head (le tbe back, since Olympic 
toboggamsts, unlike those on the 
Cresta Run, descend feet first), 
which shaves Off yet another 
microscopic, yet telling, fraction 
of a second. The West-Germans* 
runners, too, are said to incor¬ 
porate a material which 1ms im¬ 
proved tbe sliding performance. 
Carvalho, consumed with envy if 
not admiration, “ would love to 
switch wagons with them 
Against tills sort of professional 
approach Palmer-Tomkinson, Car¬ 
valho and their captain, Richard 
Liversedge. can hope only for a 
place in the twenties. After two 
runs Carvalho is 27th, Palmer- 
Tomkinson 31st and Liversedge 
36th. 

. Bat technique counts as well, of 
course, and according to Pulm er- 
Tomkioson the East Germans ride 
the course virtually blind. Peeping 
up only at vital moments to con¬

Back-street idealism in Angola 


Luanda has two faces. One is 
of a town of fine old colonial 
buildings and modern blocks of 
Gats, built by the Portuguese 
for their own use. The other is 
of the museq ues, the sprawling 
shanty towns that encircle the 
city and which are rarely seen 
by whites except from the win¬ 
dow of a passing car. 

About two-thirds of Luanda’s 
half million population live in 
the museques, crammed 
together in squalid hovels 
made from wood, iron and cor¬ 
rugated iron. There is no elec¬ 
tricity, no sanitati on, and run¬ 
ning water only in a few pub¬ 
lic places. Yet despite their 
obvious poverty the people 
who throng the streets appear 
to have maintained a sense of 
dignity and even of humour. 

The museques were the 
breeding ground for the Pop¬ 
ular Movement for the Libera* 
tion of Angola (MPLA), the 
nationalist organization which 
set itself up as the government 
of the People’s Republic of 
Angola wben the Portuguese 
departed last November. 

For years during the war 
against the Portuguese, MPLA 
cells operated in the museques 
clandestinely. Now the move¬ 
ment is taking over control of 
these areas and is attempting 
not only to reorganize the pap¬ 
ulation but also assist with cer¬ 


tain basic services such as 
health and education. 

Rangel, about two miles 
from the city centre, is a typi¬ 
cal museque. Since the first 
inhabitants went to live there 
about 25 years ago the popula¬ 
tion has now swollen to about 
60,000. Apart from a few 
brick and concrete buildings— 
now mostly destroyed—which 
formerly belonged to Portu¬ 
guese traders, the area consists 
almost entirely of single-storey 
huts in various stages of dis¬ 
repair. 

In the centre of Rangel are 
tiie make-shift offices of the 
Department for the Organiza¬ 
tion of the Masses (DOM). 
The organization through 
which the MPLA is trying to 
reeducate the masses and pro¬ 


ject the concept of “ people’s 
power ”. DOM, which' has 


offices throughout those parts 
of the country under MPLA 
control, is one of the most sig¬ 
nificant organizations within 
the MPLA and is directly 
responsible to the movement’s 
central committee. 

One of its mam functions is 
poMticai education and almost 
every evening political meet¬ 
ings and classes ore held for 
the inhabitants of RangeL 
“ We are moving from a colon¬ 
ial to' an anti-calomal phase”. 
Comrade Tinito, a local DOM 


official said. “We must trans¬ 
form the structure of our 
society and the Hands of our 
people through poiiticail in¬ 
struction.” 

DOM also acts (or attempts 
to) as a clearing house for 
locaS problems. People may go 
there if they are 31 and DOM 
will try to put them in touch 
with a doctor. It will attempt 
to find a school for someone’s 
child. But tins is often an 
almost impossible task because 
so many Portuguese doctors 
and teachers have left the 
country ■ 

The MPLA has set up some 
of its own. schools for young 
children, staffed by older stu¬ 
dents.' At .one 1 visited groups 
of five and six year olds were 
sitting at makeshift desks lis¬ 
tening to their teenage instruc¬ 
tor explain the mysteries of 
mathematics and learning to 
sing MPLA songs. 

It is all very admirable and 
there can be no doubting the 
enthusiasm with which local 
MPLA activists go about their 
task. But will this ideaflism last 
once the beady tonic of revolu¬ 
tion and independence begins 
to fade? Or will life in the 
museques continue very much 
as before ? It is on such issues 
that the MPLA will eventually 
be judged.

K es of foreign policy which 
outlasted isolationism, and 
for which this and other free 
countries should be everlast¬ 
ingly- grateful. It should cer¬ 
tainly be _ given precedence 
over die' incouseque rural fact 
that he irritated Mr Ivor 
Richards, our man at the Unit¬ 
ed Nations, and other profes¬ 
sional diplomats. 

As Mr Moynihan knows,' the 
fundamental question of the 
American role in the world 
has roots reaching deep dqwn 
in the American psyche. Isola¬ 
tion or involvement has been a 
crucial issue since Washing¬ 
ton’s warning aganst entan¬ 
gling alliances, but the larger, 
more idealistic view was 
expressed about 150 years ear¬ 
lier by John Winthrop in his 
sermon, A Modell of Christian 
Charity. 

The sermon delivered by the 
Governor of Massachusetts 
Bay, so English*in its origins, 
and uniquely American in in¬ 
tent, set two goads for the 
future United States: the 
escahKshment of liberty m the 
New World and its extension 
to the Old. America was to be 
a City upon a Hill, a model 
and example for all mankind. 

This-perceived gift of liberty 
to other peoples was variously 
described over the years as 
rep ubli canism, democracy, self- 
determination, anti-colonialism, 
anti-communism and just plain 
Americanism. Often brashly 
expressed, and unheeding of 
the experience of others, the 
American majority believed 
that peace and plenty could 
reign on earth if foreigners 
would only follow its example. 
Woodrow Wilson was the 
obvious exponent of this sense 
of national uniqueness, 
although his dream of a Lea¬ 
gue of Nations making the 
world safe for democracy 
under strong American leader¬ 
ship did not survive the Senate - 
vote. 

Wilsonian idealism was cor¬ 
rupted during the ascent to 
super-power, but the internal 
battle was won. Isolationism 
was defeated. The United States 


became very much part of the 
world, perhaps too big a part, 
but during the last two or 
three years a new struggle bas 
developed in Washington be¬ 
tween the new cool school of 
American diplomacy of Dr 
Henry Kissinger and the old 
idealism. 

After his early successes, the 
popularity of Dr Kissinger was 
almost boundless. He won 
ready support for his essen¬ 
tially European belief that 
relations .with foreign govern¬ 
ments, and not the internal 
affairs -of foreign countries, 
were the legitimate concern of 
the United States Government. 
It was an approach to diplo¬ 
macy that promised to avoid 
the Kennedy crusades which 
led to Cuba and to Vietnam. 

But his methodical German 
mind gave too little attention 
to American humanist tradi¬ 
tions, and he offended some 
idealists.. Their opposition sur¬ 
faced when Kissinger, a Jew, 
ignored the--condition of Rus¬ 
sian Jews in the pursuit of 
detente. He was no less imper¬ 
vious to. Solzhenitsyn’s own 
brand of anti-Sovietism. It did 
not apparently m a tter if Rus-. 
>pa.n dissidents languished in 
rip-r^a i hospitals as long as the 
next round a of the strategic 
arms bjmtatkm taflks was suc¬ 
cessful. * 

There Is a greet deal to be 
said in defence of Dr Kiss¬ 
inger. If a choice has to be 
made^ a world safe from nu¬ 
clear devastation is more im¬ 
portant than the fate of a few 
thousand dissidents. But it was 
not only the efforts of the. 
Jewish lobby and Senator Jack- 
son’s presidential ambitions 
which got the Soviet Trade 
Bill, an important step towards 
detente, into deep trouble. 

Many Americans were 
opposed because they were 
concerned about .human rights, 
and some because _ they 
believed that democracy in one 
country was not enough 
because it would not last. They- 
did not believe that the Soviet 
Union could be converted, but 
they were concerned that the 
new diplomacy appeared to 
have little moral purpose. One 
of their spokesmen was Mr 
Moynihan. 

I suppose there is something 
ironic in that Roman Catho¬ 
lic Irish-American, who enjoys 
the goad things of life to the 
point of self-indulgence, should 


speak for Wilson,, the son of a 
Presbyterian minister from 
Ulster in' whom the spirit of 
Cafamosm burned, bis not for 
Americans. Nor did it seem 
strange that the Catholic spoke 
out for the Calvinist’s ideals in 
Commentary, the magazine 
published by the American 
Jewish Committee. 

In a long and closely argued 
article, entitled “ Was Wood- 
row Wilson Right?” Mr 
Moynihan said: “ The Wil¬ 

sonian world view is already 
half achieved. Most peoples or 
the world live in independent 
states (but) the quality of the 
incumbent regimes - is another 
matter. Few measure up to 
Wilson’s hopes. Numerically, 
there are not many more 
democracies now than in 1919. 
Even so, most of the other 
regimes dare not speak of 
themselves except in terms of 
Wilsonian ideals. In other 
words, these ideals—seen 
widely as American ideals— 
still establish the internal right 
to govern, just as, equally, Wil¬ 
sonian ideals establish . the 
national right to exist.” 

. The source, of his attacks 
against authoritarian Third 
World regimes in the United 
Nations is clear. Mr Moynihan 
went on to.'argue .that the 
United Sta tes must deliberately 
and consistently bring its in¬ 
fluence- to bear on behalf of 
those regimes which promise 
the largest degree of personal 
and national liberty. 

Mr Moynihan knows tharlt 
will probably be impossible to 
complete the Wilson achieve¬ 
ment, but he thinks that the 
United States must try, if only 
because its numerous minorities 
are increasing. As he sees it, 
there will be no struggle for 
personal liberty, or _ national 
independence or survival, any¬ 
where in Europe, Asia, Africa 
and Latin America which- will 
not affect American politics. 

He also believes in calling a 
spade a bloody -shovel when 
necessary, because a foreign 
policy without popular support 
and understanding at home will 
fail, or lead once again 1 to poli¬ 
tical and diplomatic elites 
manipulating power and infor¬ 
mation as they did in Vietnam 
and the Central Intelligence 
Agency. The quality of honesty, 
which so . distressed- Mr 
Richards, is vital.

Although the French 
now generally take their cheese 
before pudding, the English 
habit of taking it last could 
derive from French ecdng 

habits of the nineteenth century, 
as described by Aron. 

He is a thin, dapper man, 
accurately described in a stage 
whisper by one of the audience 
as “young and bald”. Clearly 
not a glutton himself, he 
seemed faintly disapproving as 
he Spoke of the enormous quan¬ 
tities of food the French bour¬ 
geoisie consumed in the years 
following the Revolution, partly 
in an attempt to ape a the ex¬ 
cesses of the former aristocracy. 

Formal dinners in those days 
were organized according to 
service a la franyaise, some¬ 
thing like a modern buffet. The 
principle was that large quanti¬ 
ties of more than a dozen main 
dishes would be placed on the 
table at once, and people would 
tuck in to as many as taey liked. 
The most desirable dishes 
would run out first. 

Cheese, was not _ highly _ re¬ 
garded in that period, mainly 
because it did not travel well 
and therefore not many varie¬ 
ties were available in any one 
place. Thus it was always what 
was left at the end of the peak 
period of gluttony, which is 
probably why it is still left until 
the end of the meal in many 
households.

Cheese: the 
eternal dilemma 


Towards the end of the nine¬ 
teenth century, though, service 
a la frcdncaise was replaced by 
the more easily manageable 
service d la russe, where every¬ 
body ate the same thing, 
generally served by waiters. By 
this time the cheeses were be¬ 
coming of higher quality. They 
began to become an integral 
part of the French meal, as they 
are today, and took an earlier 
place in the running order. I

National Theatre’s 
new ticket scheme 

From Mr Peter Holland 
Sir, The National Theatre has 
announced a radically new scheme 
fro selling tickets for the Lyttelton 
Theatre when it opens in_ March. 
The result of the scheme will be to 
prevent large numbers of people 
who regularly attend the Old Vic 
. from seeing productions at the new 
theatre. . . ' 

While at toe Old Vic, toe National 
Theatre -so?d its • seats by postal 
booking and through the theatre’s 
box office. The seats were priced 
. from 20p far gallery slips up to 
£3.25 for stalls. Some tickets were 
- only available on the day of the 
performance but tickets from 40p 
upwards were available in advance. 

The. only seats to be available in 
advance at the Lyttelton Theatre 
are sffl one price, £235. One can now 
either purchase a voucher which 
must be exchanged for a ticket in 
the two hours before the perform¬ 
ance or purchase a reserved ticket 
in advance for an additional cost 
-of £2, that is £4.35 in all. There are 
to be a certain number of tickets 
at £1 and 50p on sale on the day 
of performance. 

The new procedure penalizes 
many.people. Anyone wishing to pay 
less than £235—and that, would 
include most of us, but particularly 
students, who have always made up 
the largest proportion of the Gallery 
audience—must now arrive at the 
-theatre on the morning of perform¬ 
ance. Anyone paying £235 must 
now be able to.amve at the theatre' 
two hours before the performance 
in order to secure a good seat in 
exchange for the voucher. Going to 
the new theatre will not be an even¬ 
ing's entertainment but a full day’s 
expedition. Though the administra¬ 
tion of - the theatre has failed to 
realize it, some of its audience do 
work during toe day arid many live 
out of London. It is ffifficult enough 
for us to arrive at the theatre in 
time for the performance, let alone 
find time to spend queueing in the 
morning or two hours before the 
curtain goes up. 

It appears that this new scheme is 
a temporary experiment. I hope the 
theatre-going public will indicate 
its disgust at' once. This National 
Theatre no longer seems to want 
the nation to visit it.

Disclosing the content of rhe 
letter irt London yesterday Mr 
Hildreth said: “Our business 
leaders are underpaid grossly 
He served notice on the 
Government that “ iu due 
course” rhe top earners would 
be looking for a “ eery great 
increase in earnings** to bring 
ilisra into line with overseas 
competitors. 

Mr Hildreth’s letter describes 
the net remuneration of key 
business leaders as “dan¬ 
gerously low”. 

“We accept the current need 
for restraint on gross e'jraings, 
but maintain rhat the net 
remuneration of these key 
people must soon be encouraged 
to rise and that in rhe longer 
run die counter-productive 
effect of marginal rates oE tax 
in excess oF half the value oE 
;« man’s contribution to society 
must be recognized.’* 

The memorandum accompany¬ 
ing the letter say Britain’s 
economic health will never be 
restored without a reduction in 
personal tax rates to levels 
which are less than confiscatory. 

As a first step, the institute 
—ants a reduction in the top 
i.tte of tax on investment 
income to 85 per cent; a 
reduction in the top rate of tax 
rn earned income to 70 per 
ionr, and a cut in the top tax 
rate on transfers to SO per cent. 

“As a longer term aim the 
,i»aximum rate of income tax 
should be reduced to 50 per 
cent, tbe maximum rate of 
transfer tax to 25 per cent, and 
there .should be an overall limit 
orfvthe proportion of a tax¬ 
payer’s income or capital that 
nriv be taken in taxation.”

Three 
months ago Daf asked the 
Dutch Government for help, 
and although The Hague agreed 
in principle, nothing has been 
paid. 

The issue is somewhat 
clouded because of the pre¬ 
sence of a third party in the 
negotiations.

DaPs car operations were 
bought two years ago by Volvo 
and have been successfully in¬ 
tegrated into the Swedish com¬ 
pany’s export network. Har¬ 
vester is reported to bave tried 
to sell Daf Trucks to the 
Swedes, and Ford and General 
Motors, among others. It has 
eyed the European truck mar¬ 
ket for years, and two years 
ago acquired the British pro¬ 
ducer, Seddon-Atkinson.

Sir, Although I. am writing from 
the discomfort of a hospital bed 
I feel that I cannot allow to 
pass without comment the criti¬ 
cisms of local authority mort¬ 
gage lending made by my com¬ 
patriot, Mr Leonard Williams, 
and as reported on page 20 of 
today’s edition of your news¬ 
paper (January 22). 

The Cardiff City Council is 
proud of its record of bouse 
mortgage advances, having 
loaned more than any local 
authority outside London. Some 
75 per cent of our loans have 
been on pre-1939 .bouses, on 
which building societies will 
not normally lend- Some 90 
per cent of our loans have been 
on pre-1945 houses and, again, 
there have been many cases 
where building societies have 
been unwilling to lend on cer¬ 
tain houses built between the 
wars, preferring to concentrate 
on modern postwar houses. 

We have also loaned on flacs, 
which many building societies 
will not touch, and have always 
been willing to lend to single 
women, even before tbe Sex 
Discrimination legislation, and 
to other classes of borrower 
whom the societies have tended 


to avoid. We have also will¬ 
ingly encouraged . loans for 
house improvements, a field 
into which tbe societies bave 
until recently , been reluctant to 
venture. ; 

Nor can it be said that local 
authority house mortgage 
schemes are subsidized from 
rates or government.. grants, 
apart from tbe option, mortgage 
scheme which is common to 
authorities and societies; In¬ 
deed, we are forbidden to 
operate our schemes at a deficit, 
nor do local authorities benefit 
from the cheap government 
loans or concessional equated 
tax rates allowed to building 
societies. 


Local authorities, as bousing 
authorities, are required . to 
operate a comprehensive hous¬ 
ing policy, which-.involves nor 
only building counciFtoiises for 
letting but also .providing faci¬ 
lities for owner-ocen potion. 
When did a building society 
last build a house for letting 
or add in any way to the coun¬ 
try’s housing stout?

Our domestic pharma¬ 
ceutical sales increased slightly while sales of proprietary drugs 
levelled off due lo the decrease in consumer spending. The increase in 
sales of pharmaceutical products to the medical profession was also 
very modest due to strongcompetition and rcsul ting price reductions. 
Overall the total sales of pharmaceuticals at home and abroad 
declined slightly. 

Foods: : 

Sales of food products as a whole expanded favourably. Though 
the sales of our seasonings and food additives for food processors 
increased only slightly as a result of the recession in the food 
industry, our various soft drinks enjoyed a satisfactory sales growth. 
In January of this year wc established “Nittake Foods Co„ Ltd.” a 
joint venture with Nippon Suisan Kaisha, Ltd. and launched into 
the field of “retort pouch foods”, which is expected to grow rapidly 
in the future. Since the middle of June we have started to market 
five kinds of‘‘retort pouch foods” in Tokyo under the trade name 
“Nittake Pack”. 

Industrial Chemicals: 

Demand remained at a low level last year as a result of the prcvai ling 


recession, but gradually started to pick up after January and 
February. Our sales increased, with activated carbon, polyurethane 
resin and latex making particularly significant contributions. 

Agricultural Chemicals: 

Shipments of agricultural chemicals increased sharply in the 
previous year due to speculative buying inspired by anticipated food 
shortages and the severe attack of rice blast disease. As a reaction to 
last year’s oversupply and because of decreased retail demand, sales 
of our agricultural chemicals made less progress this year. 

Since the beginning of the year, the prices of compound feed have 
been successively reduced and production in tbe livestock industry 
has gradually recovered. The prices or livestock products con¬ 
tinued to be strong and the sales of our animal health products and 
feed additives increased. 

As a result, the overall sales of agricultural chemicals and animal 
health products showed a small improvement. 

Overseas Activities: 

Affected by the prolonged world-wide recession and the resulting 
decline in demand and stock levels, overseas sales of bulk fine 
chemicals such as Vitamin B| and Vitamin C slowed down, and as a 
whole our exports fell slightly. 

However, the growth of business of our overseas subsidiaries in 
pharmaceutical specialties has generally been quite satisfactory. 

Capita] Investment: 

Tokyo Distribution Centre, which had been under construction as 
the centre for distribution in Eastern Japan, was completed at the 
beginning of this period. Renovation of research facUitics in the 
Osaka Plant and augmentation of fermentation facilities at the 
Hikari Plant have also proceeded smoothly. 

In spite of the measures taken by the government to stimulate the 
Japanese economy, recovery cannot be expected this year and 
the business environment will continue to be unfavourable. The 
Company intend to pay careful attention to this situation and 
concentrate every possible effort to the improvement of research, 
production and sales in order to stabilize and reinforce the 
foundations of the Company.

Discon at booses bad a comfort¬ 
able session yesterday. Money, if 
anything, was Just in surplus, but 
the Bank of England found it 
unnecessary to Intervene. One or 
two banks were "calling” on a 
fairly large scale, but fresh funds 
came into the market steadily. 

Rates opened around 9g-9} per 
cent and were down to 95 by 
lunchtime. With the Lasmoscot 
application subscriptions causing 
less disturbance than might have 
been feared, credit continued to 
be in adequate supply during the 
afternoon, bringing rates down to 
closing levels in the 7 to & per 
cent area. 

Activity in Treasury bins 
dwindled, though buyers were still 
showing enough interest to take 
rates down to a level that would 
discount a full half-point cut in 
MLR today. Some market obser¬ 
vers, however, were suggesting 

that the authorities might have 

been influencing the Treasury 
bill rate to try to head off more 
than a quarter-point drop in the 
MLR.

‘Subject to contract 5 effective in 


GBQ fiM censorship 



Munton v Newham London 
Borough Council 
Before Lord Denning, Master of 
tho Rolls, Lord -Justice -Seaman 
and Lorti Justice Goff 

The words “ subject to con¬ 
tact " inserted’in correspondence 
by the advisers to a man whose 
house was being compulsorily 
acquired by a local authority were 
held to be effective to have pre¬ 
vented compensation of £3,400 
agreed in March, 1572, from be* 
coming binding so that when its 
value went up to £5,100 by Decem¬ 
ber, 1972, when the council took 
possession, the proper figure for 
compensation was £5,100. 

The Court of Appeal so held in 


of contract as between vendor and 
purchaser. 

It had been established for long 
that giving notice to treat enahtari 
the acquiring authority to take 
and bound the owner to sell to 
them. The cases established rfq* 
when there was an unconditional 
agreement fixing the price—by 
word of month or in writing— 
there was the equivalent of a 
binding contract between the par¬ 
ties. They starred with Lord 
Hatberiey fn Hording v Metropoli¬ 
tan Ra il way Co ((1872) 7 Ch App 


154, 158) and appeared in the 
latest edition of Hdsbum Laws °t 


dismissing an appeal by Newham 
London Borough Council from the 


Lands Tribunal (Mr Douglas. 
Frank, QC, President) who deter¬ 
mined, on a reference by Mr 
Thomas Munton, that the compen¬ 
sation payable to him on the com¬ 
pulsory acquisition of his house, 
in Win ton Road, London, was 

Mr Lionel Swift, QC, fbr the 
council; Mr Jeremy Sullivan for 
Mr Munton. 

The MASTER OF THE ROLLS' 

said that the case Illustrated the 
difficulty which inflation had 
brought CO the'compulsory acqui¬ 
sition of property. In 1969 New¬ 
ham made a compulsory purchase 
order in reaped of 1,000 houses. 
Notices to treat were given on 
September 12, Including Mr Mun- 
ton*s house where he lived with 
bis wife and three children. 

Is the spring of 1971 the dis¬ 
trict vainer assessed the value of 
the house at £3,400, to which 
might be added £100 for disturb¬ 
ance. But the council did not 
enter into occupation until Decem¬ 
ber, 1972; and by that time the 
valuer put the value at £5,100, to 
include disturbance. Everyone 
knew that by May, 1973, the pro¬ 
perty mar tec had collapsed; and 
Ms Lordship would not be sur¬ 
prised if the value then bad 
dropped to £2^00. The question 
was what was the proper compen¬ 
sation to be paid to Mr Munton. 

But - Erst his Lordship would 
deal with points on the law on 
compulsory acquisition in which 
it differed from the ordinary law 


England (Vol S f para 136). 

Moreover, that equivalent of a 
contract did not require to fulfil 
the requirements of section 40 of 
the Iaw of Property Act. 1925: 
and as Mir Justice Parker had sala 
in Pollard v - Middlesex Coun^ 
Council ((1906) 95 LT 870. 875), 
statutory agreements arising out 
of notices to treat are not witma 
the Statute of Frauds and oral 
evidence of them may therefore 
be admitted ”. In practice a con¬ 
tract was never prepared in such 
cases- After the notice to treat 
and the agreement on the price, 
tbe only remaining matters were 
completion and conveyance. Bis 
Lordship could not agree, on the 
bas t? of those authorities, with 
the President’s observations in the 
present case that section -40 
applied and that there must be 
a sufficient memorandum to 
satisfy the requirements of the 


Act, 1845, which spoke only of 
the value of lands to be purchased 
as being one item. In the light of 
subsequent Acts, starring with the 
Acquisition of Land A«,-1919, and 
repeated in the Land Compensa¬ 
tion Act. 1961, Parliament itself 
had made the division; for sec¬ 
tion 5(6) said: “The provisions 
of rule (2) “—about " the value 
of land " shall not affect the 
of compensation for 
disturbance or any other matter 
not directly based on the value of 

land.’*-■ ' 

As his LordsMp read that, and 
as the coarc had applied it In 
Harvey v Crawley Development 
corporation ([195711 QB 485) and 
In Judge Lee » Minister of Trans¬ 
port ([1966J 1 QB 111), it meant 
that in both law and practice com¬ 
pensation for the value of the land 
itself could be treated separately 
from compensation for distnrti- 


^Another matter was whether it 
was necessary that not only the 
value of the property itself but 
also rite compensation for disturb¬ 
ance should be agreed. The Presi¬ 
dent seemed to have thought that 
the two had to be agreed in one 
lump sum, otherwise it would 
have been ultra vires. At first 
sight there was some ©round for 
that view, going back to IRC v 
Glasgow South Western RaUwag 
Co ((1887) 12 App Cas 315), where 
It was held that tbe compensation 
not only for the value of the land 
but also for disturbance could be 
brought in under one head and

Newham Borough. Council wax 
anxious to have The pofnt cleared 
op; so his Lordship would say. 
that it was proper and lawful for 
an acquiring authority to agree the 
value of rite .land or house itself 
and leave compensation for dis¬ 
turbance to he ascertained later 
when the property was actually 
occupied and. the owner moved 
out and would know what he had 
to P3y. ' - 

His Lordship said that the ques¬ 
tion arising in the case was 
whether there was a firm agree¬ 
ment on the price or value of the 
land so as to bring into operation 
the law stated—something equiva¬ 
lent to a contract. The council 
said mat mere was an agreement 
for £3,400 plus disturbance; Mr 
Munton said- that there was no 
firm agreement because it was 
“ subject to contract ”, 

The question, turned largely on 
the correspondence. Notice to 
treat was In 1369. - Mr Man too, 
in February, 1971, by bis sur¬ 
veyors put in a claim for £3,500 
" subject to contract ”, That was 
referred to the district valuer, 
who recommended £3,400 plus any 
claim for disturbance. “ 

On December 8, 1971, Mr Main- 
ton’s s ur veyor s wrote: “ We 
understand that this offer is now 
acceptable to the vendor, subject 
to contract.” The words ** sub¬ 


ject to contract", nwnTedajl. 
thro ugh die correspondence which 

f °ta^Srch, 1972, Mr Munton’s 
solicitors wrote saying that he had 
found alternative accommodation 
■nd. that the.' sale could proceed 
at £3,400 “subject to contract" 
with vacant possession to be given 
on completion. The council re- 
plied, asking for 10 days’ notice 
-to complete. The solidtOTS replied 
enclosing a statement for com¬ 
pletion on April 27. M r Sw ift 
said that at that point everything 
was agreed and Mr Munton could 
have had completion on 10 days’ 
notice; but unfortunately his 
anticipated rehousing did; not 
eventuate. 

There was further correspond¬ 
ence and eventually tbe council 
entered into-occupation in Decem¬ 
ber, 1972. Then Mr Mimton’s 
solicitors said he would not accept 
the £3,406 previously negotiated 
and that the estate agents were 
renegotiating with the district 
valuer. They did that and the 
figure whs £5A00. Mr Munton 
was saying that he was not bound 
by the £3,400 but was entitled to 
£5,100 as at the date of entry into 
possession. 

The approach to compensation 
in cases like the present was.revo- 
1 lutiomzed by the House of Lords 
decision in West Midland Baptist 
(Truk) Association v Birmingham 
Corporation ([1970] AC 874). For 
years before that decision the 
value was taken at the date of 
tbe notice to treat and that value 
was all that mattered. - But when 
inflation-came the House had to 
alter the old law because between 
the date of the notice to treat and 
tbe date when the land was taken 
It might have increased greatly in 
value. So the House held that the 
valuation date, in-tbe absence of 
agreement, would be when' the 
acquiring authority entered into 
possession. So unless there had 
been a binding agreement before 
entry, -the proper value in file 
'present case was £5,100. .. 

The only question' wasr. Was 
there a binding agreement before¬ 
hand as.to the price? That 
turned on the words “ subject to 
' contract ”. 

It did not need authority to 
show that the words were put in 


habitually ty . all those atoning 
clients, to show chat "Although 
this figure is there and we agree 
It, It is not to be a binding am-ec- 
ment. It is only provisional ”, 

Tbe court had considered all 
fte - cases, includhig.. Ttoerton 
Estates Ltd. v WeanaeU. Ltd 
([1975] Ch 146). It was of the 
greatest i mport ance that no doubt 
should be thrown on the words. 

There was a decision' of Mr 
Justice Goff, Michael Richards 
Properties Ltd v si Saviours' 
Parish . Wadena,- 'Southwark 
([1975] 3 All ER* 416). His Lord- 
ship would leave Lord Justice; 
Goff to deal with R; but'5t was a 
very special case on itsqwn facts 
and- should not be taken' as alter¬ 
ing the general principle.''- ■ 

On that potot and toe effect of ■ 
“subject to contract" hfs Lord- 
Ship agreed with the President' 
There was nothing the emrivalerrt 
of a co ntract blndn® on fin 
parties before the. local .authority 
entered into possession. The 
value -was- to be that at the time 
of entry into possession—£5,100. 
The appeal should be tfiaaissed. 

Lord Justice Scat -man agreed. 

LORD JUSTICE GOEF, also 
agreeing, said that Richards was 
a case which superficially bore an 
attractive similarity to toe present' 
—and Mr - Swift had relied 
strongly on it, particularly the 
passage (at p 424) where tote Lord- 


ship bad stated the special- facts 
and bad said: “ In tbe contest of 
a under document which sets out 
a& the terms .of. die contract, and 
which Is required to be annexed 
to the tender offer, it seems to 
me that tbe words * subject to 
contract * are meaningless ..." 

His Lordship had pointed Out 
that that case tramed on its parti¬ 
cular facts and haa_s®d:.“ Lbope 
this judgment wffl not ring warn¬ 
ing heD$ in solicitors’ offices.” 
In Cfdmngatorth v Esthe K1934I 
1 Ch 97) R had been said that it; 
would require, a very strong and 
exceptional case for the clear 
prkna fade xneanhqj of toe find- 
liar phrase .” subject to contract » 
to be displaced. 

The ’ ferns of. Richards were 
“setting and. exceptional ”, and 
his Lordtoip saw no reason to' 
think-tbat on its particular facts 
he had derided it wrongly.' 

But he wanted to make it clear 
—as be thought be 'had done— 
that tost case did- not throw any 
doubt on* toe well-established and 
weB-settied. sanctity. of. toe -words 
“ subject to contract Tbs facts 
of toe present .case were entirely, 
different';, and toe use of toe 
phrase in. toe correspondence gave 
toe well-established protection to 
Mr Muntou’s claim. .

Registrars should give reasons 
for their decisions, the Court of 
Appeal said when ordering a new 
trial on au appeal from a registrar 
who dismissed,, without giving 
reasons, a wife's application under 
section 17 of toe Married Women’s 
Property Act, 1882.
